Before election he spent most of his cam- 
45 paign speeches in posing as the stalwart champion of the “forgotten 
man’: he openly boasted of ‘the security measures that would be 
enacted for the protection of that ‘‘forgotten man’’ and his family 
after a Democratic victcry. He spoke so well that, contrasted with 
Hoover's open conservatism, Roosevelt was elected by a landslide 


vote. 


| After the American working class had digested the meaning of 
the N.R.A they fought it with one of the greatest strike Waves in 
«American history. 

The expert demagogy of the ‘‘new deal’ administration in al- 
liance with the equally expert bétrayals of the A. F. of L. burocracy

The unemployment insurance is to be financed by a federal tax 
‘on payrolls of one per cent £3> per cent after 1937), with con- 
tributions by workers established by stale laws. California laws now 
in the hands of the legislature fix the contributions to be paid 
by workerd also at | per cent of their wages. 

Roosevelt's measure, like the California Assembly Bill No. 86, 
also includes a four-week waiting period before the unemployed 
worker is entitled to benefits, and limits payments_to a $15 maximum 
for a maximum of 20 to 25 weeks in each year. 
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The eligibility of workers to recewe this “insurance” also ts 
determined by state law. 

In California bills under censideration would set up, if enacted 
into law, an official state strike-breaking apparatus! They would 


gore unemployed workers to accept jobs as scabs or starve! 


“ The old age ‘insurance’ measure in Roosevelt's ‘‘security’’ bill 
- ‘insures’ any worker who quits work at the age of 65 or later, for 
whom old age insurance tax has been paid by his employer and 
himseif equally for five years beginning before reaching the age of 
60. The maximum any one ean be paid under this provision 1s $60 

a month. 

a Aside from the palpably anti-working class provisions of the 
— bill, such as making the worker pay. out-of his own miserable earnings 
an equal share with the employer toward the “‘insurance,”” and failure 
to make the capitalist state share the expense through taxing the 

wealthy, etc., what a joke this bill would be if it weren't so tragic! 


It includes those workers who'lose their jobs at 65 years of age 
or later! How many men of 6%, or 55, for that matter, are able to 
stand the gaff of the inhuman specd-up to which workers are subjected 
in-the bosses’ greed for profils2: Workers today are thrown aside by 
the capitalist industrial machine Jong before they reach that age! 


As far as the third section.of Roosevelt’s “‘security’’ measure is 
concerned, that relating to old age pensions, it is merely a promise 
that whén and if states establish such pensioning system, with what- 
ever discriminatory restrictions they choose to include, the federal 
government will contribute part of the funds!

HSINNKING, Manchukuo.—Gen 
eral Manini, Japanese Ambassadet 
to Manchukuo and head of the 
fapanese military forces occupy:

province ot Chahar, Inner 
Mongolia.

Minami, known as one of the 
most ruthless militarists of Japan, 
when appointed to his position in 
Manchukuo a short time ago, de- 
nied that he expected to attack 
Chahar. The “incident” used by 
the Japanese as the excuse for 
the present attack. is their claim 
that the Chinese forees in Chahar 
have attacked them in Jehol. Even 
General Sung Chen Yuan, govern 
or of Chahar, denies this, stating 
that not one of his: troops have 
crossed the Great Wall into Man- 
chukuan (Japanese) Jehol. 


This official communique from 
Minami announcing the Japanese 
attack on Chahar, is in reality the 
Prelude to a renewed and gigantic 
offensive to conquer inner Man- 
golia, of which Chahar is the near- 
est part. Such a conquest will be 
necessary in order to give the 
Japanese a more practical base 
from which to prepare attack upon 
the Soviet Union, and. Siberia. in 
particular, whose rich resources in 
minerals and soil the Japanese in- 
dustrialists are in need of. The 
present Chahar offensive has the 
object of military préparation for 
the forthcoming general Mongol- 


lan attack which .can be made 
only in the favorable spring 
weather.
